cording to Dr. Abercrombio, a gentle- 
man who had been a soldier dreamed 
that he heard a signal-gnu, saw thr. pro- 
ceedings for displaying the 
signals, 


heard the bustle uf tin- streets, the as- 
sembling of troops, elr. Just then he 
was roused by his 
wife who 
had 


dreamed precisely the same dream, 
with tiiis addition, that she saw the en- 
emy land, and a Jriend of her hus- 
band killed; and she awoke in a fright. 
This occurred at Edinburgh at tho 
time when a 
French invasion was 


feared, and it had been decided to lira 
a signal-gun at the lirst approach of the 
foe. 
This dream was caused, it ap- 


pears, by the fall of a pair of tougs in 
the room above, and the excited state 
of the public mind was quite sufficient 
to- account for both dreams turning on 
the same subject. An old lady, a friend 
of the writer, relates a similar dreara 
which occurred to her just before thn 
battle of Waterloo, when the fear of 
an invasion by Napoleon was at its 
height. 
She h'eard the march of troops 


in the streets, and the screams of the 
populace. They broke into her own 
house, ransacked it, and pursued her 
with 
bayonet. 
She. 
fell 
on 
tho 


floor and pretended to be dead. 
After 


sundry thrusts, which seemed to her 
"roving spirit "to be quite innocuous, 
the soldiers remarked that slio was 
"done for.!' 
They departed, and she 


escaped to consciousness. 
This dream 


•was no doubt caused in the first in- 
stance-ijya noise in the house or street, 
and the .painless bayonet thrusts by 
some slight irritation, such as a hair- 
pin or other adjunct to dress. 
Whis- 


pering in a sleepers ear will often pro- 
duce a dream; and there arc cases on 
record in which people who sleep with 
their ears open have been led through 
dreadful agonies at the will of their 
wakeful tormentors.

Feats of Engineering. 


NEW YORK must have quicker com- 


munication willi ils suburbs. The thoti- 
sands of business men ami women wlm 
work all day in its .stores anil olliecs 
must be able to roach their homes in 
Harlem, Brooklyn, or Jersey City in 
thirty minutes from 
Broaifway. 
To 


meet the wants of the upper part ol 
New York the elevated roads were con- 
structed. They are the perfection ol 
railway traveling—for the passenger 
smooth, freo from noise and dust", be- 
sides their wonderful rapidity of transit. 
Within a year it is expeete'd the East 
River bridge will be open to the pass- 
age of the great army of people who 
spend their clays in Now York and their 
nights in Brooklyn. 
The latter city 


has been fitly calfed " a lodging-house 
for New York." Four hundred men 
are at work on. the approaches to this 
bridge. They 
are 
massive granite 


arches, supporting the road-bed, rising 
gradually, till it crosses at a dizzy 
height the river below; the bridge is so 
high that most ships mav pass under it 
with top-gallant masts" standing. 
It 


would not do that the finest harbor in 
the world should be obstructed by a 
bridge at the water level. . Governor 
Cornell has signed a bill appropriating 
two million five hundred thousand do£ 
lars to finish the most wonderful sus- 
pension bridge the world has yet seen. 


The third means of communication 


now being pushed rapidly forward is a 
tunnel for trains under the Hudson 
River to Jersey City. 
There are two 


tunnels for that part which lies under 
the river's bed, and they unite in one 
at each end. 
This double tunnel is lined 


with iron plates, and faced with brick 
three ieet thick. The clay excavated 
from the tunnel is used to make the 
bricks to line it, of which more than 
two thousand are required for each run- 
ning foot of wall. The interior will bf, 
painted white, and lighted with o-as. 
The estimated expense of this worlt is 
ten million of dollars. 
Tho work goes 


on day and night; three gangs of men 
being employed eight hours each, thus 
accomplishing three days work every 
twenty-four hours. 
All the work is 


done by the electric light, and thus one 
great invention helps another. The 
total length of the work will be twonnd 
a half miles, including the approaches, 
though only about a mile of this dis- 
tance is under the bed of the river. 
>Vhen it is done four hundred trains 
per day can pass safely, delivering pas- 
sengers and freight in the very hcTirt of 
New York.—Youth's Companion.

in some inslanees 1 notiee that an ex- 
treme change, \vliieh is neither wanted 
nor warranted, ha.s been instituted; that 
is to say, instead of the carpet that at 
one time eovered all the surface of tin; 
floor with the jrruatest nicety of adapta- 
tion, there is no carpel at, afl. 
This ex- 


treme change is not at all desirable. It 
is good to have carpets in every part ot 
the room whore tlio i'eet must rosfularly 
be placed. H is bad to have carpets in 
any part of the room where tho feet are 
not regularly placed. 
These two rules 


govern the whole position, and the most 
inexperienced housewife can easily re- 
member them. 
By these rules there 


should be carpet all around the bed, 
carpet opposite to tho wardrobe or 
chosls of drawers, carpet opposite the 
washing-stand, 
carpet opposite 
the 


dressing-table, but none under the beds, 
and none for a space of two or three 
feet around tho room—that is to say, 
two or three feet from the walls of the 
room. 
The carpets that are laid down 


should be loose from each other, each 
one should be complete in itself, so that 
it can be taken up to be shaken with the 
least trouble, and each one should be 
arranged to lie close to the lloor, so 
that dust may not easily get under- 
neath. 


Carpet-stuft' for bed rooms should 


be made of tine material closely woven, 
and not ilull'y on the surface. 
There 


was a form of Brussels carpet called 
"tapestry," which some years ago was 
very largely used. It was as warm as 
the thickest blanket, and it was almost 
like wire in filler; in fact, it was tono-h 
enough to last half a lifetime, and "it 
was the best carpeting for bod-rooms J 
ever remember. 


Thu advantages of small carpets in 


the bed-room arc many. They cause 
the footsteps to be noiseless, or com- 
paratively noiseless, they prevent the 
feet from becoming com ivhjie dress- 
ing and undressing, they make the 
room look pleasant, and when used in 
the limited manner above suggested 
they save trouble in cleansing, by pre- 
venting dust and dirt from being trod,

Oriental Jni^Hry. 


E nurrovv, sluuluil strums of an 


Oriental city, thronged by crowds of 
sedate-lookintr men, with lono; beards 
and turbiinoil heads, though seldom 
showinp- a woman or child to vary the 
monotony, look odd enough to unac- 
customed eyes. 
Still more strano'-e 


seem the huge gates that lead to private 
dwellings; for the gates are always 
closed, and the houses, with their high, 
narrow windows, appear to have been 
built backwards, facing inward on a 
court, instead of toward the street. 
These courts are adorned with bright, 
tropical flowers andcool fountains,'and 
they form the usual lomiging-places of 
households, where indoleiit nabobs re- 
tire from the noise and dust of Lhe outer 
world to enjoy, iu the society of the 
family, the quiet and repose in which 
orientals so especially delifht. 
Tho 


father is generally too dignilujcL or too 
listless to care for amusements; but his 
lively wives and children indulge in 
various exciting pastimes. 
Music, and 


dancing, 
fencing, leaping and other 


feats of agility, and, above all, juggler- 
ies, serve to entertain the suclutlud 
household; and actors in all these sports 
can bo • readily obtained by calling in 
one of. the bands of traveling jugglers 
met at every turn in the large cities of 
the East. For then.) is never a weddino- 
nor a funeral, a feast nor a fast, tlio 
consecration of a priest nor the crown- 
ing of a king, whfre these "magicians," 
as they call themselves, are not found. 
Even on the public: thoroughfares, they 
will sit and wait for an audience, dt-on- 
ing their peculiar music, or tin-owing 
out something to 
attract attention? 


Scarcely can one pass without sloppino- 
to notice weird faces and fantastic 
decorations; and, its one trick follows 
another, each more wonderful than the 
last, every pedestrian becomes a patron, 
helping to lill the pockets of these dex- 
terous knaves. They are believed by 
their countrymen to possess super- 
natural powers, to act under the iiillu- 
euce of evil spirits, and to be able, by :\ 
mere glance of the eye, to make well 
people sick and .sick people well with- 
out so much as touching them. Of 
course, you know that this' is not really 
true of them, and that their marvelous 
performances are only seeming, not 
real, miracles; but the exhibitions of 
their art are strangely faseiuatino-, nev- 
ertheless. 
" 
° 


On one occasion, quite a famous band 


of Indian jugglers was in attendance at 
a great national festival; and, for their 
use, beautifully decorated booths and 
tents had been erected, and supplied 
with tanks of water for the numerous 
ceremonial ablutions for which the Hin- 
doos are famous. Before eating, before 
sleeping, before praying, as an "open 
sesame" alike to palace, theater and 
temple, as part and parcel of their re- 
ligion, their business and their pleas- 
ures, eomo always and everywhere tho 
inevitable bath antl shaving of the head. 
And these jugglers, one could see at a 
glance, caiie always to the arena fresh 
from their ablutions and robed in snow- 
white muslin. 


The first trick at the festival I have 


mentioned was known as the '-bamboo- 
trick;" and, though repeated several 
times, the audience did not seem to 
weary of it. Amid the beating of tom- 
toms and the music of many instru- 
ments, the jugglers smoothed a place 
on the hard, dry sand of the arena. 
We were invited 
to 
examine 
the 


ground, but we could fiml nothing like 
nn opening, nor even that the soil had 
been recently dttg up, nor did we dis- 
cover any concealed apparatus of any 
sort. 
1'resenlly, a large basket of 


coarse wicker-work was laid down and 
carelessly covered with a little square 
of gauze flannel. Both basket and Jlan- 
nel were passed around, so that all who 
chose might satisfy themselves that 
these articles were quite empty; while 
in tho single waist-cloth and transpar- 
ent muslin jacket, of which tho dress 
of each actor was composed, no large 
article could have been 
conccaleil. 


Yet, five minutes later, when tho bas- 
ket was lifted, there appeared growino- 
in the hard, sandy bed a nourishing 
bamboo plant, moro than a foot in 
height! When the basket had been 
raised the second timo, the tree was 
three feet high, and in twenty minutes 
more our wondering eyes beheld a live 
twelve-foot bamboo clothed with verd- 
ure, while from its top. blossoms and 
fruit budded out luxuriantly! Une of 
the, conjurers then drew from his mouth 
somo twenty yards of strong silk cord, 
which he adroitly knotted, ami attached 
to half a doxen hooks that had 'jei«i 
drawn from the. same roomy place. 
Bv 


the aid of these he gathered the bam- 
boo fruit, and then, without once hav- 
ing left the arena, lie passed it around to 
be handled mid tasted by all who wished. 


Another of the. conjurers took from a 


tiny bag a single handful of paddy, 
which is rice with the husk still on. 
He first lightened the soil of about two 
square feet of the floor with a two- 
pronged fork, and scattered on it the 
handful of paddy; then pouring oil it a 
cup of water, he said: 


"Now you will please to-wait until 


my crop grows, and sec whether I am 
not tho best farmer you know." 


He turned a basket over his little 


plantation, and sang a simple air, s« 
sweet and plaintive that we wore not 
surprised when a bird seemed to an- 
swer his call. 
He 
lifted the basket, 


and sure enough, there were the rice- 
plants, grown six inches hio-h in as 
many minutes, and in their mulsta nest 


j of real live rice-birds, and motiuTr and 
! four nestlings! The old bird lluttered 


j anil flapped her wings, as if fright- 
| ened, then cooed softly to herlittleones, 
1 and folded over them her downy wino-s. 


Meanwhile the basket had been lyino- sfdo 


| ways on the lloor where tho juggle"-had 


j tin-own it a few minutes before. 
Now 


j he picked it up 
without leaving his 


j seat, and 
carelessly replaced it over 


l.he rice-plants and birds. Vet the next 
lime this mysterious basket was raised 
nothing was to bn seen but, a pair of 
deadly sun-snakes, writhing and twist- 
ing themselves us if in a fren/.y at hav- 
ing been pinned in such close quarters. 
They darted their forked tongues and 
snapped their liery eyes at one and an- 
other of the spectators nearest them, 
to tin; small terror of all. 
But the con- 


jurer had ouiy to wave a tiny silver 
wand, and, iu a droning, curossing 
voice, to speak tu the serpents, when 
they sprang into his arms, one coiling 
ilsoit about his neck, the other kissing 
his very lips and the tip of his tongue" 
and tlieu hiding its hideous form iu hU 
bosom. 


The wonderful power those conjurers 


gain over dumb animals is well proved 
by the tricks they perform with tor- 
toises, perhaps the most sluo-o-ish and 
unpromising subjects that could be ; 
chosen. 
A juggler produces from the j 


bosom of his muslin vest eight or ton 
tortoises; some full grown, the others ; 
in various stages between babyhood and 
; 


youth. Having placed them all on tho '• 
lloor in a heap, he gantly strikes his j 
cymbal, when the tortoises begin tit I 
once to disentangle themselves, and to j 
lilo into a long'line, iu t|le order of i 
(heir sixes, the largest being at the head 
of the column ami the baby-tortnise 
bringing uu the rear. 
Around and 


around the small soldiers march, mov- ' 
ing faster or slower to keep time with ' 
the music, mid halting the very instant 
it stops. 
Then,' in obedience to half a 


doxen words of command spoken by the 
master, the whole company put them- 
selves into position for getting upon a 
table somo ten inches higlu 
>»d queer 


enough they look, as «Bkn|jl-Uh his 
mouth, 
lays 
hold 
of 
the 
hinder 


part of the shell of the one be- 
fore him. When all tire ready, the 
leader puts out a paw, tho juggler lays 
hold of it and helps him to get up on 
tlie table, where the knowing tortoise 
sturdily plants himself, null! the entire; 
column has gained 
the top. Their 


spirits .seeming to rise in proportion to 
lliciir elevation, the torti.isus turn to 
duneing, tumbling, lighting mimic bat. 
tl*s with liny wooden swords, and per- 
forming a variety of antics us wonder- 
ful as ludicrous. " They end tho series 
of niiUHUivers by this very queer ono: 
Putting their outstretched heads close, 
together for a moment, as if in consul- j 
tat ion, the entire band convert them- . 
selves into it pyramid iu the center of j 
the table, the largest tortoises unitinw 
to form the base, while the little one at 
thu top then dances a regular four- 
footed jig. 
As soon as the tiny Terpsi- 


chorean stops 
tho tortoises at the 


bottom crawl away in opposite direc- 
tions, then oil' go the next, and so on, 
till of this whole living struct tire onlv 
the top one remains. 
The little fellow 


glances around with a bewildered air, 
and then runs to his master for protec- 
tion.. 


Another trick was performed on the 


occasion referred In. 
A tall, muscular 


man throw himself on his back, with 
both feet pointing upward; and, at a 
single 
bound, 
a 
ten-year-old lad, 


clothed in long, tight drawers of silver 
sheen, a conical cap and silvery wings, 
leaped upon the upturned soles anil 
began to smoke a cheroot. 
Then en- 


tered a coolie, upon whose shoulders, 
head and arms one saw only wooden 
buckets. These were of thii lightest 
construction, and till of difVeront"sizos; 
and the coolie piled them up by the 
side of the man and bov. Tin; lad, 
reaching over, seized the top ono,which 
was the largest of the pile, and nimbly 
as a cat he placed himself upon it, tin; 
top of the bucket being turned down- 
ward, and resting on tho man's foot. 
The second bucTcct was secured in the 
same way and put upon tho first; the 
third had to be handed to him bv one 
of the attendants, as it was too far oil' 
to be reached by the little fellow, but 
he readily placed it in position upon the 
second, stepping with all case upon it; 
and so ho went on until he had used the 
entire heap. 
There were a dozen in 


all, 
I should 
think; and tho wee 


knight, seated on this queer pile of 
buckets, looked, at that dizzy height, 
more 
like 
a 
shining 
statue ° of 


ebony and silver than a real live b_>y. 
Suddenly the man at the bottom gave 
a dreadful yell and leaped out of" the 
arena at a bound, while the buckets fill 
pell-mell in every direction; but out 
of this chaos rose the graceful little 
gymnast, not only unhurt, but evident- 
ly quite amused at the looks of con- 
sternation on every face but his own. 
Bowing gracefully he disappeared, fol- 
lowed by shouts of applause. 


More wonderful still, ft juggler will 


appear to kill his son, cutting olt' the 
legs and arms with a sword, and throw- 
ing a piece of blanket over the re- 
mains. 
At the same timo he plants a 


melon-scad in a flower-pot tilled with 
earth. 
Presently, on lilting the blank- 


et, tho body has" vanished, and a large 
melon occupies the place on the ground 
where the llowcr-pot had been. 
After 


the melon has been looked at and 
handled by all who wish, tho blanket 
is again thrown over it. On being 
lifted, a few minutes later, the melon 
is gone, but the boy, who had seemed 
to be killed, and whose body had boon 
so terribly cut to pieces, sits there alive 
and well, without a wound.—Vanm/Ro- 
per Ifmdye, in St. Nicholas.

Yesterday afternoon 
a young man 


named Daniel Beck, who boards with 
Mr. Yongst's family in the First ward, 
went up the river for a little skating, ac- 
companied by Yougst's sou. They cros- 
sed the railroad bridge, aud then started 
up the river on the east side. Beck after 
a little ways took off his overcoat and 
hung it ou the. bunk, and went on. A 
little further on his comrade becoming 
tired concluded to return home, but

that home. Some time utter the separa- 
tion, Beck, in skating aboiitneur Thomas 
Pratt's place, fell through the ice, which 
hail been worn thin by the current, and 
begau crying for help.

They ran the risk, and by using 
the rail managed to shove the boat there 
They saw it tilt at one end, and when 
they looked again they found he had 
sunk, as though in reaching for the boat, 
ho had lost his hold, and the current had 
swept him away.
